REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. El The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Regarding the rejection citing McTeer. applicant argues that the copper content as 
disclosed by actually computes to 33 to 80 percent copper, not the claimed 0.5 percent. However, this is in contradistinction to 
the claimed 0.5 percent stoichiometry disclosed in the McTeer reference. Secondly, applicant cites Hsu as teaching the fill layer 
comprising aluminum or aluminum alloys (column 9. lines 1-10). However, Hsu also teaches the use of copper and other 
materials to be used for the fill layer (column 2, lines 38-42), as cited in the instant claims. For these reasons, the final rejection 
mailed 02/08/05 is maintained.
